'OTTING PLANTS FOR THE HOUSE. 


the 
ume Valuable Suggestions' A1>ont 


Choice of Flowers and Soil. 


The potting of plants is a matter of 


general interest at this season to all 
lousekeepers who desire to cultivate a 
•window garden as a part of their domes- 
ic belongings. One grows to lovo flow- 
rs. anil different plants come to have an 
.lino't distinct individuality -of their 
>wn from association. Tiiere ia scarcely 
.nything that will win the heart away 
roin care like the love of flowers. Next 
o the love of living things it raises the 
lossessor above merely selfish aims and 
onliil cares 
Tho potting of plants is an important 


natter 
It is useless to depend upon the 


hints that have been in blossom ull~ 
nmmer for the blossoms of the window 
garden. Such plants as it is worth while 
o keep over during the winter mnst be 
given a season of rest before they can be 
spected to bloom again, and for that 
eason they should be pnt in the cellar, 
vatered sparsely and left to recuperate 
ill another snmmer. 
If the plants have 


not been potted in August and sunk in 
earth till the frost comes, this may be 
done now. 


The soil in which newly potted plants 


are put should^bo neither too moist nor 
oo dry, but just moist enough to hind 
well. If the plants have been in pots 
intl the soil around thetn has become 
onr or there is any disease of the roots 
which makes it desirable, to put all new 
oil around them, shake'fiff the old earth 
rery carefully, unwinding it so as not to 
3reak any of the delicate fibers of the 
•o ' i 
The proper soil for potting flow- 


irt. 13 one part black ear^h, such as may 
je found in dark, damp woods, two parts 
sand, two parts well rotted barnyard 
manure, one part garden earth and two 
parts rotted leaf mold. 


If it is convenient, however, it is better 


to purchase a bushel of potting earth al- 
ready prepared from t~he greenhouse. It 
will cost about fifty cents a bushel. 
Greenhouses keep a compost heap and 
are able to prepare their earth to order 
with little trouble. It is foUy to expect 
lowers to bloom successfully in the 
louse when planted merely in the ordi- 
nary garden soil. The result is the pain- 
;ul spectacle of a fe,w sickly stalks, from 
which half the leaves have fallen and 
which is too often the only exhibit the 
window garden makes. Unless the house 
n which the window garden is placed is 
wholesomely heated, at a • temperature 
not exceeding 70 degs., no plants or 
lowers therein will flourish or bloom. 


The presence of noxious coal gas shows 


at once in the growth of tho window 
;arden. Some plants, it is true, flourish 
even in the poisonous atmosphere of coal 
;as; but no plants will bloom success- 
fully and few will give any growth at 
all. It pays to keep the gaslight out of 
;he room where the window garden is, 
as more or less gas seems to escape from 
almost all burners. At all events, plants 
lourish very much better in a room 
lighted by a lamp than in one supplied 
with gaslight. 


In potting a plant, sco that the crown 


of the plant, which is just above the 
roots, is well above the soil and that the 
roots are packed compactly in the pot. 
A little "drainage," formed of pieces of 
broken pots, should always be placed in 
;he bottom to insure the flowing off of 
surplus water, instead of its lying around 
the roots and turning the soil sour. 
After plants are potted they should be 
sunk in the earth and left out as late as 
possible in order to inuro them to the 
changes of winter. 


Where there is danger of frost at night 


it is better to bring tho flowers in till 
morning. Very delicate flowers must be 
brought in the house for the winter 
much earlier than the hardy specimens. 
Individual treatment of the different 
species and circumstances must govern 
largely in the general treatment of the 
window garden.—New York Tribune.

Miss Olive Sohreiner, the South African 


novelist, is at present residing at Cape 
Tow», vrhere she mingles very freely in 
society, and is frequently to be met at 
Government house. Miss Schreiner is 
quite a young lady, rather below the 
medium in height, with girlish form, 
dark lustrotis eyes and a profusion of 
brown hnir. Unlike most \vritora, she 
is brilliant in conversation and will dis- 
cuss without reserve the leading topics 
of the time. She is greatly interested in 
public matters, and is often present at 
the debates in the Cape parliament. 


Although "The Story of an African 


Farm"—the book which made her repu- 
tation—was published so far back as 
Jnne, 1883, Miss Schreiner, with the ex- 
ception of a few articles in the maga- 
zines, has not since appeared in print. 
She has, however, not been idle in the 
meanwhile, but haa been assiduously 
writing, and intends shortly to come to 
Europe far the purpose of publishing the 
more matured products of her gifted and 
richly stored mind. 


Miss Shreiner lives in pleasant rooms 


in Cape Town, close to the houses of par- 
liament, overlooking the private grounds 
of the governor and the botanic gardens 
and commanding a magnificent view of 
Table mountain. She often seeks for a 
closer cQjjamunion with nature by retir- 
ing to tfte solitude of Matchesfontain, a 
little village in the Karoo desert, 800 
miles up country. Miss Schreiner is a 
member of a highly intellectual family. 
One of her brothers is a barrister in lead- 
ing practice at Cape Town, another is a 
distinguished 
traveler and scientist, 


while laer sister has attained great influ- 
ence bjt lectures.—.London Star.

SPECIE 
EXPORTS AND 
IMPORTS. 


The exports of specie from New York 


City last weak amounted to $813,888, of 
which $775,466 was silver and $38,423 
gold. The imports for the sauio period 
amounted to $3,077,839, of which $3,- 
071,930 was gold aud only $5,880 silver. 


How effectually these statistics dispose 


of the assertion of the gold bu;;s and 
knock-kneed silver men, who are willing 
to accept the Harrison-Sherman idea that 
the country would be flooded with for- 
eign silver in the event of the Mints be- 
ing opened to silver as well as gold. 
Though silver is as cheap now as hostile 
legislation can make it, over three-quar- 
ters of a million of silver coins were 
exported from New York City last week, 
while the imports of gold during the 
week amounted to $3,071,959. The silver 
exported went to Europe and the gold 
imported came from Europe. If Europe 
hns a surplus of silver, us the gold men 
assort, why is it importing silver and ex 
porting fgold, when silver is as cheap as 
it has been for several years? 
The fact 


is, according to all the statistics pub 
lished, there is not [silver enough in Eu- 
rope to supply the people with the coins 
necessary for business purposes, and 
there is not the remotest danger of this 
country being flooded with silver from 
the other side of tho Atlantic, if the in- 
famous 
demonetization Act 
of 
187J 


should be repealed. 


Politicians in Nevada who prefer party 


success, with a hope of getting office, to 
tho prosperity of the State and tne re< 
population of its deserted mining camps 
are trying to deceive the masses by echo- 
ing tho cry of the gold men, that free 
coinaga would flood the country with 
foreign silver; but facts, such as are given 
in the brief statement that $775,400 in 
silver coin and only $38,432 in gold was 
exported from NewYoik last week, re- 
fute their assertions and disprove their 
arguments. 


Lot the people of Nevada, the men 


who are not seeking office nnd desire to 
see the State populated nnd prosperous, 
regardless of party success, make free 
coinage tho issue in choosing the Presi- 
dential Electors, Senator and Congress- 
man, by electing men to these positions 
who cannot be drives by the party lasb, 
nor "persuaded" by Federal patronage, 
to vote for maa or for measure that is 
ngainst the remonetization of silver.

mu-y desire the rcmonotization of silver 
have a higher regard for our Senators for 
their gallant and successful fight against 
the Force bill than for all they ever die 
or ever can do to secure the remonetiza- 
tion of silver. 


If Republicans upon «ny pretext de- 


feat tho re-election of Senator Stewari 
tho gold men throughout the country 
will say, and with much more truth than 
they use in their arguments against free 
coinage, that 
he does 
not represent 


the sentiments of the people of the State 
in his advocacy of silver, and that the 
miners, merchants and farmers of Ne- 
vada do not want free coinage. 


It appears that the Treasury Depart- 


ment cannot avoid taking action on the 
San Francisco smuggling cases. Secre- 
tary Foster is in Ohio telling the people 
from the stump how he has conducted 
the duties of his office, and trying to 
account in a plausible manner for the 
disappearance of tha surplus from the 
Treasury, and nil assistant is attending 
to the Department in his absence. The 
assistant informs Collector Phelps of the 
San Francisco Custom House that it 
seems evident that there is nothing to 
prevent a prosecution of the suits ngainst 
the smugglers, Neustater and Reis. The 
goods which, though invoiced as cottons, 
proved to bo high-priced woolens, are 
forfeited to the United States, and simply 
await formal condemnation and sale. 
The smugglers have become subject to 
trial for felony and to punishment if 
convicted. 


The Acting Secretary is explicit in his 


instructions regarding the disposition of 
the smugglers and the smuggled goods 
but has nothing to say about the Custom 
House officials who conspired to admit 
the goods upon payment of about ono- 
tenth the duty to which they are subject 
by law. 
It can scarcely bo considered 


just, even from a partisan stand-point, to 
accept the resignation of a salaried and 
sworn Government official, who conspires 
with smugglers to defraud the revenue, 
and let him go unpunished and send 
those with whom he conspired to the 
penitentiary.

THE STOBAdE KESEBVOIR. 


The storage reservoir is being oonstinoted 


under the supervision of Frank M. Shide- 
ler, Vice President of the Company, in ac- 
cordance with the plans and specifications 
of L. H. Taylor, engineer in charge of con- 
struction. 
It is situated on Long Valley 


Creek, which discharges into Honey Lake 
about six miles below. The dam will be at | 
tho base 200 feet long and at the top 950 ' 
fett long and 96 feet high. Its width at 
tho bottom will be 500 feet and at the top 
20 feet. 
The water surface of the reser- 


voir will be 1,081 acres, with ou average 
depth above the outlet gates of 30 feet, 
which on estimates based on the quantity 
of water required by actual experiments in 
San Bernardino and other places in Cali- 
fornia, will be capable of irrigating 50,000 
acres of land. 
Forty men and twenty- 


five teams are now engaged in constructing 
tte reservoir, all of whom have taken up 
land and are paying with their labor for 
water to irrigate it.

day to live and ladies who ride to shops 
in victorias thought over these things as 
they left the Lincoln Park church Sun- 
day night. Amen Easi, boru on Mount 
Lebanon, told these things in broken 
English. 


Amen Rasi is a tall, handsome Assy- 


rian, with a skin as rich as the cinna- 
mon silks made at the foot of tho moun- 
tain on which he was born. 
He looked 


into the curious, bright eyes of girls 
and told them that, had they been born 
Assyrians in Assyria they could not go 
npon the streets unless their faces were 
concealed; that they could neither re- 
ceive nor make a call among women 
without their husbands' consent, and 
that if at any time, even by accident, 
they were seen by any man or in any 
way recognized no one would marry 
them. 


He said that once two couples—a tall 


man and a short woman, and a short 
man and a tall woman—stood before a 
priest to be wed. The priest placed the 
tall man and tall woman and tha short 
man and short woman together, and 
none of the four Jcnew whether it was 
right or not, neither of them knowing 
the other. But the parents hastily ob- 
jected, and placed the tall man by the 
short woman and the short man by the 
tall woman, as that was the way of the 
contracts. 


Then Mr. Rasi showed how these con- 


tracts wero made. 
He left the pulpit, 


and presently a, man wrapped up in rich 
Assyrian raiment went up and sat upon 
the floor. Mr, Rasi came back and 
squatted besido him. 


"I would very much like," ho said, 


"for a girl who is yours to be wife to my 
son Isaac." 


"I would be honored," returned the 


man, with a very unmistakable Ameri- 
can accent. 


"How many have you?" 
"Three." 
"How much years have they?" 
"One is fifteen, one twenty and one 


twenty-five." 


"Don't talk to rne about the twenty- 


five nor the twenty; they are never fit to 
marry. How much do you charge for 
the little one?" 


"Five camels, four horses, three sheep 


and fifty dollars." 


"Bah! I can buy 100 women for so 


much." 


"But no little one." 
"Oh, I think so." 
"Well, you can't have mino for a cent 


less." 
"I pay." 
But even then Isaac did not get the 


little one, because a few minutes later 
Mr. Rasi returned us another man, and 
by doubling the price secured the girl 
for his son J.icob. 


Then Amen Rasi looked at the young 


men, whose patent leathers cost them 
seven dollars;, and told them that people 
in Assyria paid fifty cents for a suit of 
clothes. The common people, he said, 
paid three cents for twenty-five pounds 
of cabbage and four cents for five pounds 
of turnips. 
Fifty loaves of bread were 


turned out at a baking, and men some- 
times ate four and five loaves at a meal. 
He waited fora moment, and then, turn- 
ing to a black boy behind him, Raid, 
"They are so big," and he drew a, circle 
that would inclose a Thanksgiving plat- 
ter,—Chicago Herald.
